THE COAL SITUATION. 


At present the question of coal, par­ 
ticularly 
in the greater part 
of 
the 
South, where 
the people cook 
with 
wood in summer and where the only 
coal that Is used is bought for the few’ 
w inter months, is not disturbing the 
general public. 
But within another month or two 
the coal question will begin to agitate 
the people who have to buy in small 
quantities, 
most of 
them 
not more 
than a ton at a time, and this will be 
particularly the case when the navy 
and the army are getting ready to use 
enormous 
quantiti a, such 
as 
were 
never before dreamed of in this coun­ 
try. 
There are a few eil-burnlng ships in 
navy, but the majority of them 


steam. 
And even in 
he days of the 
Civil War, when everything capable 
of floating was commandeered, there 
■was not the consumption of coal that 
a few of 
our 
largest battleships de­ 
mand every week of active service. 
Added to this, we are putting into 
commission all the available launches, 
both steam and gasoline, that can be 
secured 
for patrol 
work 
and 
sub­ 
marine chasing. 
We are chartering 
and taking over in every way the ves­ 
sels which will be needed for trans­ 
ports, even though they are not need­ 
ed for feieign 
service but 
only for 
coastwise work. 
With sixteen great cantonments and 
sixteen guard cam,is there will be an 
enormous consumption of coal, for the 
army cook is 
no economist 
when it 
comes to using fuel, and the bakers 
will also use large Quantities. 
And the time is approaching when 
the people will need to figure on their 
w inter’s supply of coal, both for cook­ 
ing and heating, and when one con­ 
siders 
that 
many a family 
in 
the 
North uses ten tons each winter for 
heating alone, it is clear that the coal 
problem will 
be a difficult 
one 
to arn\y an(l navy. 
solve unless our administration takes 
It up and handles it with the prompt­ 
ness that is expected. 
By the prompt rommandeering 
of 
the stocks on hand, the taking over of 
the operation of the mines and by the
